SEASONAL CONDITIONS, TASMANIA: FEBRUARY, 1964 


Rainfall: During February, rainfall was above normal throughout the whole of the State and new record falls were established 
in most centres of the East, Southeast, Midlands and parts of the inland North. Many of these places exceeded their previous highest 
readings for February by two inches or more. The outstanding fall and the heaviest for the State was 1,305 points at Eaglehawk 
Neck where the previous highest reading was 474 points. Every district except the West Coast and King Island recorded more than 
twice the normal rain for the month. 


Temperatures: Notable departures from normal occured throughout the State, particularly in mean maxima and many centres 
recorded the lowest day temperatures for February for many years. Zeechan’s average of 60.2° which was 6.9° below normal, was the 
lowest on record. All places recorded readings well below the February normals. The worst affected areas were the inland areas of the 
North East and North from Western Junction to St. Marys and Swansea where departures of near 5 degrees below normal were 
recorded and another section of the highlands area of the Northwest bounded by Deloraine, Rosebery and Zeehan where departures 
of up to 6 degrees occurred. Oatlands recorded the greatest departure from normal with 61.8° which was 7.4° below average. 


Crops, Pasture etc.: Early in February many farmers and graziers were facing a starvation winter. However the heavy rains 
filled water catchments and produced a spring-like pasture growth. Late pea crops benefited greatly by the rains although some 
suffered flood damage late in the month. 


Orchardists were assured of fruit growth and export size and colour. The Department of Agriculture forecast a record apple 
crop of approximately 8 million bushels. 


Late potato crops in the Lower Midlands were saved by the rain while turnip, rape and late cereal crops were transformed.
